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Gaffner seeks recou nt.

GREENVILLE — A limited re 
count of votes in some precincts will 
be requested by Bob Gaffner, 
defeated candidate for the 2Ist 
District congressional seat. 

Gaffner lost last Tuesday to in- 
cumbent Rep. Melvin Price, D- 
Belleville, by a margin of 1,162 
votes, based on complete, unofficial 
returns. 

PRICE RECEIVED 65,965 votes 
while Gaffner received 64,803 in the 
district. In Madison County, Price 
received 31,187 to Gaffner’s 30,106. 

Gaffner, 54, filed a request for a 
limited, or ‘“‘discovery,”” recount 
Friday afternoon with Madison 
County Clerk Evelyn Bowles. 

Under the law, Gaffner had five 


days to request the discovery re- 
count after the official canvass in 
each county was completed. The 
Madison County canvass was com- 
pleted Thursday, verifying the 
31,187-30,106 outcome in this county, 
without change. 

In a discovery recount, Gaffner 
can request the recount of ballots in 
up to 25 percent of the area, he said. 

CANVASSES in Bond, Clinton and 
Montgomery counties were ex- 
pected to be completed Friday, he 
said. The East St. Louis canvass 
should be completed tomorrow 
(Monday), he added. 

Gaffner said he will request a re- 
count in areas where he did poorly, 
such as East St. Louis. 

He added he was not looking for 
“fraud or ballot stuffing.” 


GAFFNER SAID he is concerted - 
with computer errors in Madison : 
and Bond counties.. In one Bond - 
County precinct, Gaffner said; -a ~ 
printout showed 457 ballots were > 
cast, but there were only 443 eligible ~ 
voters. He said he blamed the-dif-~ 
ference on a “clerical error.” . 

If enough discrepancies in vote - 
figures are found, Gaffner said, he - 
will call for a full recount. He will 
have 30 days from Nov. 4 to do-sa: 
under the law, he said. 

Gaffner said his campaign fund 
would pay the costs of the recount;.> 
taxpayers will not be asked to pay, ~ 
he stressed.. - 

Last Tuesday’s was the third con- 
secutive election Gaffner has lost to 
Price, 81, who will be serving his 
22nd two-year term in Congress. 


Lahr campaign finances disclosed.

GRANITE CITY — Campaign 
financing documents recently sub- 
mitted reveal that the- campaign 
committee supporting a losing slate 
of candidates for the District 9 
Board of Education last year spent 
much more than previously 
reported. * 

The Ruth Lahr for School Board 
Committee, which was supporting 
four candidates in the election in- 
cluding then-incumbent Ruth Labr, 
spent $14,140 in the campaign in- 
stead of $2,881 recorded in an in- 
complete campaign dislosure state- 
ment last year. 

THE STATEMENT also itemized 
contributors that were not listed in 
last year’s report. 

The Lahr committee failed to file 
its annual report by the July 31 
deadline. The report was filed Oct. 
17 at the county clerk’s office after 
the committee’s treasurer, current 
board member Dave Partney,.was 
told by state election officials to sub- 
mit a report within 20 days. 

Partney said he was not aware of 
the deadline. 

**I was not aware of it until I got a 
notice fj the state Board of Elec- 
tions,” Partney said. 

Statement shows the Lahr 
committee spent most of its money 


within days of the election and that 
the committee took out a $5,000 loan 
from Central Bank in Granite City. 
Partney said he, his brother, Dan 
Partney, and board member Kelly 
Hogan signed for the loan. 

THE LOAN was converted to cash 
and used mainly to pay workers to 
get out the vote on election day, 
Partney said. 

The statement does not list how 
the money was distributed to cam- 
paign workers because the state’s 
campaign disclosure law does not 
require it, Partney said. 

State law requires that any single 
expenditure of $150 or more 
reported. Partney said each worker 
was paid between $25 and $50 on 
election day. The statement said the 
committee spent $6,500 on payments 
to workers 

IT HAS NOT BEEN repaid and the 
signees will probably hold a fund- 
raiser to pay it off, Partney said. 

The loan apparently was an effort 
to .counter. problems with . hiring 
workers for the Lahr campaign. 

**Several (precinct). commit- 
teemen said they were going to sup- 
port us... They said they were going 
to hire workers. I found out that they 
had not beer hired. I-got panicky,"’ 
Partney said: 

Contributors previously not listed 
in the first Lahr campaign state- 


ment include Partney and “cal 
didates Mark Maynard, Gene Ross; 
Ruth Lahr and Don Lane. Each con- 
tributed $495 on Oct. 31, 1985, accor- 
ding to the report. 

BESIDES the candidate contribu- 
tions and the loan, the rest of ‘the 
money raised for the campaign 
came from ticket sales and contribu- 
tions, Partney said. 

He said one fund-raiser ‘at 
Charlie’s Restaurant in Granite City. 
netted about $3,000 (those wha 
bought tickets to the event were not 
listed). i - 

The campaign statement lists. 
$8,841 in non-itemized contributions. 
Under the campaign disclosure law, 
all contributions under $500 need not 
be itemized. 


Despite spending more than the 
opposition slate of candidates, called 
the Monroe Worthen 25th Anniver- 
sary Committee, no Lahr committee 
candidates won a seat. All can- 
didates from the Worthen campaign 
were elected.

“As 1986-87 president of the 
47,000-member Illinois State 
Freidheim 
serves as the state’s top medical 
spokesman. The Madison County 
Medical Society meeting was held at 
Sunset Hills Country Club, 
Edwardsville. 


+°Freidheim addressed three 


<Fitical issues which influence quali- 


tty’ of -health care for patients in 
‘Madison County and throughout 


Illinois. 


The first, a continuing crisis in 
medical malpractice, needs long- 
term attention, he said. While the 
state Supreme Court has affirmed 
the bulk of a 1985 medical malprac- 
tice reform law, Freidheim and the 
IWinois State Medical Society ad- 
vocate continued, strong public 
policy remedies for ‘“‘restoring 
balance to the civil justice system.” 

‘Awards for non-economic 
damages — such as pain and suffer- 
ing, loss of consortium, embarrass- 
ment, etc. — are still unpredictable 
and growing, Freidheim said to the 
doctors. 

“Many physicians are abandoning 
high-risk practice, or retiring early 
altogether. The very availability of 
some health care is at stake, 
especially in small, rural Illinois 
communities,"’ he said. 

“Two essential reforms are, in 
order. They are a more reasonable 
statute of limitations for minors in- 
jured through medical negligence, 
and a maximum cap on_non- 
economic damages — in addition to 
fall compensation for all of an in- 
jured patient’s economic loss. The 
ISMS. will propose these for 1987 
General Assembly debate.” 

Professional integrity — and ef- 
fective medical discipline to enforce 
it — was called a second important 
way to assure that Illinois patients 
receive high-quality care. 

.Freidheim urged his colleagues in 
Madison County to continue their 
strong personal commitment to 
rémoving incompetent or, unethical 
doctors from patient care. 

“Physicians know that the current 
medical malpractice crisis stems 
from legal causes, not medical in- 
competence,” Freidheim said. 

““*Nonetheless, we must reaffirm 
our commitment to effective 
medical discipline, especially since 
we are petitioning public 
policymakers for additional medical 
malpractice reform.” 

Freidheim detailed an ISMS 
assistance program for drug, 
alcohol or otherwise impaired doc- 
tors.

“A third critical challenge to 
maintaining high-quality health 
care for Illinois is the explosive 
growth of new, alternative health 
care delivery systems. 

“Health maintenance organiza- 
tions (HMOs), independent practice 
associations (IPAs), and preferred 
provider organizations (PPOs) are 
three examples. 

“These organizations called 
alternative delivery systems — are 
becoming popular and , Powerful 
managers of patient care,’’ he said. 

“Doctors must be vigilant to assure 
that quality health care is preserved 
under these new systems. We-must 
not abandon the exercise of our in- 
dependent, medical judgment in the 
name of corporate cost contain- 
ment,” Fredheim stressed. 

“Often, alternative delivery 
system contracts affect where care 
is received, what primary care doc- 
tors and. specialists tients are 
allowed to see, and other medical 
decisions.’” 

Freidheim urged doctors to 
scrutinize carefully alternative 
health care contracts before signing 
up as participants, in order to make 
sure patient rights and medically- 
founded decisions are adequately 
safeguarded. 

“Cost-cutters abound,’’ Freidheim 
reminded his colleagues. “It’s our 
job to see that patients don’t suffer 
asa result.”’

—— his summer, the Navajo-Hopi 
Land Settlement Act sought to move 
2,500 Navajo families from atop 
mineral-rich Black Mesa, which 
they have shared for over 100 years 
with the Hopi. The rights of both In- 
dian nations will be a topic here Nov.

and infants addicted to cocaine, said 
that in some areas as many as 10 
percent of all pregnancies are com- 
plicated by cocaine use. 

Even a small amount of cocaine 
use by a pregnant woman can result 
in miscarriage and the incidence of 
Sudden Infant Death Syndrome is 
much higher among babies of co- 
caine users. 

Infants born addicted to cocaine 
often suffer severe complications, 
from extreme withdrawal tremors 
to strokes. 

Johnson said that from now on the 
Department will list cocaine abuse 
separately from other substance 
abuse cases becasue of the severe 
threat cocaine poses for infants. 


DCFS and DASA will pay for three 
two-day training sessions for 
medical professionals, child care 
workers’ and substance abuse ex- 
perts from public and private 
agencies. 

“The faster we can spot cocaine 
use by a pregnant woman, the better 
the chance we have of getting her off 
the drug and helping her deliver a 
normal healthy baby,” Johnson 
said. 

 -.“fhe-major problem we. face in 

helping cocaine babies is, getting 
their mothers to come forward for 
help,” Atkins said. ‘‘We want them 
to- know -what-they are risking and 
that'we are here to help.”’ 

The state and hospital will also 
cooperate in a national conference 
on cocaine abuse by pregnant 
women and its effects on babies. The 
conference is planned for next 
September in-Chicago.
